Where Cigarette Papers are Made. 


Excesstvs cigarette smoking, on account of the 
erin which is’ rolled, is generally believed to be 
injurious. 

Whether this be so or not, there can be no doubt 
that the majority of the larger manufacturers dc 
all in their power to make the paper as free from im- 
purities as possible. : : 

A visit: to Gassicont, near Nantes, in France, will 
confirm this. Here you will find one of the largest 
manufactories of cigarette papera in the world, and can 
watch the various processes which the latter has to 
ergo before it is sent out to be used by smokers all 
over the world. ; 

First of all, the elements composing the paper are 
thoroughly purified, and only new material is used for 
this p The trimmings of the hemp and flax are 
sorted by women who afterwards place them in a 
machine which chops them up into minute particles. 
These, in their turn, are thrown into a huge fan which 
thoroughly mixes them. Then comes the mashing pro- 
sees which reduces the ingredients almost to ao dust, 
and this is afterwards placed in a preparation of lime 
and eoda. . -_ 

In order that every foreign substance may be elimi- 
nated it goes haat § a thorough washing process, the 
water being renewed from artesian wells sunk for the 
pu in the grounds. It then undergoes more 
crus) and pressing in a hydraulic press.

WOMEN WHO OUGHT TO BE QUEENS. 


Tay are Kurt orr tHe THRone 
BY THE SaLic Law. 


A ReEtic of prehistoric barbarism, of times when 
‘women were regt i as soulless beings, but one remove 
— to the brute creation, is that Salic law which 
debars the fair sex from all rights of succession to 
most of the thrones of the continent. No one knows 
with any degree of certainty the origin of this law, 
although many theories and arguments have been 
advanced regarding it, yet there is no law that has 
been the cause of so much bloodshed and desolation 
throughout the last 800 years. 

Nearly all the historic wars that have taken place in 
Europe since the days of the first Crusade may be 
attributed to the existence of this law, and even in the 
-present century sanguinary struggles have taken place 
on ita account. 

Great Britain and Russia are the only two countries 
where it has never secured any foothold, and neither the 
one nor the other has ever had any reason for regret, 
since. the eves eas who have contributed most largely 
to the glory of the country have been women. 

Spain, Portugal, and Holland have within the last 
hundred years erased the law from their statute booke, 
and have benefited by the change; while since the reign 
of Maria Theresa and the Seven Years’ War it existe 
only in a modified form in Austria, and, perhaps, not at 
all in the kingdom of Hungary. 

But it is still in force in —| in Sweden, in 
Pruasia, and all the other Federal States of the German 
Empire, as well as in Belgium, Italy, Roumania, 
Servia, Bulgaria, and Greece, the national constitutions 
of which, being of: a mere mushroom character, and 
drawn up by enlightened statesmen of the precent 
century, might reasonably be expected to be more up- 
to-date, and free from such narrow medieval prejudices 
and doctrines. 

In two of the three conntries which are now ruled 
by women — namely, England and Holland — the 

test degree of and prosperity prevails, the 
wo queens displaying far more commonsense, en- 
lightened statesmanship, and political sagacity than 
any of their brother monarchs. 

Cader the circumstances, it must be a matter of 
regret that the Salic law should debar a number of 
beautiful, charming, and clever princesses from suc- 
ceeding to thrones. Thus, there is the pretty Princess 
Pauline of Wiirtemberg, now in her twenty-first year, 
the only child of the present King, and a young girl 
na it is no exaggeration to describe as the national 

ol. 

Yet, notwithstanding the fact that all the affection 
of the people is centred in her, she is compelled b: 
the Salic law to stand aside and to permit her father's 
crown to descend to a distant cousin, born and bred 
not in Wiirtemberg, but in Austria. 

Although King Oscar, of Sweden, is one of the most 
enlightened and accomplished of men, endowed with a 
character that can only be described as unblemished, 
he has not proved a successful ruler. 

The fact is that. the King, in spite of all his talents 
and: his: perfections, moral. and otherwise, is entirel 
wanting in personal magnetism, and in that tact whic’ 
distinguished his homely, genial, and by no means so 
intellectual brother, King Charles XV. 

The latter had only one daughter, Prin-ess Louisa, 
who inherited his qualities, and who, in spite of her 
plainness, was just as much the idol of both the Nor- 
wegians and Swedes as Princess Pauline of Wiirtemberg 
is at Stuttgart. Over six feet high, and far from being 
endowed with intellect above the average, she possesses 
the beat temper in the world and an inexhaustible fund 
of merriment and good humour, and a heart as big as 
her laugh, which has been oped to that of a horse. 

Being debarred from her father's throne by the Sulic 
law, she married the Crown Prince of Denmark, 
carrying out of the country of her birth all the vast 
wealth which she had inherited, partly from her father, 
and partly, too, from her Dutch granduncle, which is 
estimated at £1,500,000. 

It is to the Salic law that the kingdom of Hanover is 
indebted for the loss of ita independence and for its 
absorption by Prussia, with all the disadvantages which 
that entails—economic, political, and social. Queen 
Victoria was barred by this statute from succeeding to 
the throne of Hanover. 

The Salic law made nechennry the separation of the 
crown of Hanover from that of England, and it passed 
: i not to Victoria, but to the Duke of Cumber- 

nd.

Some drawing-rooms, even in fashionable circles. are 
veritable specimens of bogus art. Imitation furniture 
is turned out to such perfection that its shortcomings 
are not noticeable at a glance. 

The guests of a certain society belle wondered why 
their hostess did not include music in her entertainments. 
She was reputed to be a brilliant pianoforte player, but. 
beyond a banjo or mandolin solo, nothing in the form of 
musical pastime was offered. 

Yet the lady ssed two beautiful “pianos,” one of 
which poe be of choicest ebony with silver 
mounts. | It was observed, however, that the lids were 
always kept down, and huge pots containing palms and 
ferns guarded the fronts of both instruments. 

When pressed for an explanation, the owner burst 
into tears, and confessed that she had never permitted 
the pianos to be played on since her mother's death ; 
she could not endure anything so painfully reminiscent. 

Naturally, the. guests sympathised; but one in- 
quisitive. young lady discovered: the pathetic heroine's 
real reason—both pianos were artful imitations, Leing 
made of compressed paper beautifully enamelled te 
imitate the natural woods. Keys and musical interiors 
had they none, and the lids would not open, simply 
because they were a part of the article itself; hence the 
careful walling round of palm-pots. 

There is a certain imposing house in an aristocratic 
suburb that bristles with deceptive furniture.
